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1) ...Aesop even wrote a fable to illustrate it. In Aesop's 
fable, a fox had never before seen a lion, and when he 
first met the king of the beasts, the fox was nearly 
frightened to death. At their second meeting, the fox was 
not frightened quite as much; and the third time he met 
the lion, the fox went up and chatted with him! "And so it 
is," Aesop concluded, "that familiarity makes even the 
most frightening things seem quite harmless." 

2) Jesus is making his way back to his home town. Not for a 
casual visit to catch up with friends and family but as a 
teacher a rabbi with some public statement to be heard. 
We know this be verse 1. He came with his disciples. All 
rabbi's of that time kept a following of a handful of 
disciples with them as they traveled and taught. But no 
sooner than he began to speak he was refused and 
rejected. Notice first they... 


3) Danger: I heard all that Sunday School stuff before. I 
know all the stories. I know what you're suppose to 
believe and not believe. Heaven Hell cross tomb. Do not 
take the eternal truths of God for granted and belittle 
them with familiarity. 


4) ...when the world looks at these little Christ's then they 
think that they must be what the Big Christ is like, they 
are making a grave and grossly false comparison. Don't 
sum up the claims of Christ concerning the church by 
those that may haunt it's premises, but not hold it's 
professions. Because of this, they were offended. They 
stumbled. They could not go any further. That leads me 
to the next point We should be warned of Familliarity 
because of ... 


1) ...Right there in their midst, but no familiarity's 
reduction... 
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2) ...he's sat "on for 20 years than the man that has sat on a 
bar stool for 35 years! Familiarity reduces a man's 
chances from getting into the kingdom of God. 
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1) ...walks away. Service after service, time and again. He 
has come to you beckoning you to repent and receive 
Him as your Saviour. Will you reject him again? You will 
be held responsible for your reaction to his inviting. 


2) He is now responsible for is own redemption and he 
cannot redeem himself. Romans 2:5-6 But after thy 
hardness and impenitent heart treasurest up unto thyself 
wrath against the day of wrath and revelation of the 
righteous judgment of God; Who will render to every 
man according to his deeds: 

3) Luke 12:5 ...Fear him, which after he hath killed hath 
power to cast into hell; yea, I say unto you, Fear him.
